Campbellford--A recent 
meeting of the Campbell- 
ford/Seymour Heritage So- 
ciety featured a presentation 
by Milton Jewell based upon 
an early original document. 
The large group in attendance 
‘was eager to learn of 
Milton’s research based upon 
the journal of John Clark 
written in Seymour between 
1866 and 1878. 

After living 66 years of 
his life in Toronto, Milton 
related that he felt he knew 
every corner of the city. 
When he relocated to the 
former Waddell farm in Sey- 
mour, he felt a yearning to 
learn more about the new 
community. First came the 
purchase of Gleanings: A 
History of Campbellford/ 
Seymour. With much useful 
information from this publi- 
cation, he joined the Herit- 
age Society and soon was 
looking to expand his 
knowledge. He read other 
publications and eventually 
the diary of John Clark cap- 
tured his interest. 

The ledger is written in 
elegant hand and gives first- 
hand accounts of early farm 
life. Relatives, neighbours, 
merchants, hired hands and 
clergymen are regularly 
noted. An index to surnames 
has been prepared. John 
Clark emigrated from Eng- 
land with his parents, Alex- 
ander and Eleanor Swan 
Clark, and settled on Con- 
cession 7, Lot 18 of Sey- 
mour East. 

To return to Milton’s pri- 
mary focus, the lot where he 
now resides is a portion of 
the former Waddell property 
on Concession 9 of Seymour 
West. James Govan whose 
sister, Marion, married Alex 
Waddell Sr. occupied the 
north section of the farm. 
Another Govan daughter, 
Agnes, married Tom Hall, a 
nearby neighbour. 

Had Big Family 

The Govan farm eventu- 
ally had a fine brick house, 
which was constructed, of 
material probably from the 
local brickyard at West’s 
Corners. A small private fam- 
ily graveyard is located on 
the property. The Waddell 
family had four sons and five 
daughters. Catherine, who 
married James Watters; 
Sophia, who married Alex- 
ander Finkle; Margaret, who 
married Hamilton Johnston 
and Janet (Jessie), who mar- 
ried Williams Watters. The 

_ primary daughter of interest 
is Agnes, who married John 
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othe 


Clark on Jan. 21, 1858. 

Following their marriage, 
the newlyweds located on the 
farm owned by the gtoom’s 
parents. Within a short dis- 
tance were also found John 
Clark’s sisters, Alice, who 
married Andrew Milne; Ann, 
who married James Haig; 
and Jane (Jennie) who was 
the second wife of William 
A. Dunk. From the diary 
entries, the importance of 
this extended family network 
was very obvious as numer- 
ous references were made to 
interactions between the 
various relatives. 

John and Agnes Clark 
soon began raising their own 
family and a stone house was 
built on Lot 17 to accommo- 
date their growing needs. 
Nine children arrived be- 
tween 1857 and 1878—five 
sons and four daughters. 
Very little recognition was 
given in the diary to these 
new arrivals. 

The farm work proceeded 
as usual on the day the child 
was born. John kept an ac- 
curate account of all his 
business transactions. There 
were trips to Belleville to sell 
barley at 70 cents a bushel, 
wheat at $1 per bushel and 
rye. Farm work is described 
including the cleaning of 
wheat and peas, drawing hay 
and straw, digging potatoes, 
drawing firewood, measur- 
ing fields and blacksmithing 
at his father’s shop. Agnes 
supplemented their income 
with the sale of butter, cheese 
and/apples. 

Paid $23 in Taxes 

By 1887, John owned 200 
acres on Concession 7, Lot 
17 and inherited the north 
half of Lot 18 after his fa- 
ther’s death. Taxes on the 
300 acres were $23. Neigh- 
bours gave reciprocal help 
for barn building, threshing, 
sawing, stumping and other 
tasks. One neighbour, Jasper 
Lock, owned a threshing 
machine, a stumping ma- 
chine, a team of oxen, a milk 
wagon and a bull, all used in 
neighbourly exchange. 

John Clark also took an 
interest in municipal affairs. 
Entries in the journal record 
his presence at council meet- 
ings, acting as a returning 
officer for a municipal elec- 
tion and serving as Deputy 
Reeve of Seymour from 
1871 to 1875, and again at a 
later date. In this capacity, 
he also served on County 
Council. Frequent references 
are made to trips “over the 
river”. This signified a trip 
into Campbellford, crossing

John was a staunch sup- 
porter of the Presbyterian 
Church, first at Burnbrae and 
later in Campbellford. Each 
Thursday before Commun- 
ion, John recorded a fast day. 
For his pew in the church, 
he paid an annual fee of $50 
to Alex Donald, elder and 
postmaster at Burnbrae. Rev. 
Robert Neill is mentioned 
frequently but especially dur- 
ing the sad year of 1872. 
Deaths recorded that year in 
the diary are numerous— 
William Watters and his 
child, Walter Govan’s child, 
Jemima; William Dunk’s 
baby; William Hume's child, 
Alex Donald’s child and Wil- 
liam Waddell’s child. 

Perhaps the heavy snow, 
which is mentioned, was a 
factor. In 1873, he mentions 
the loss of a neighbour, 
George. Tunnah and dear 
friend Mrs. Bennett. When 
his own father died in Feb- 
ruary, 1874, John recorded 
buying a piece of burying 
ground and ordering a cas- 
ket from Irwin and Fletcher 
for $20. 

Visited Peterborough 

Social life included visit- 
ing relatives and neighbours, 
some as far away as Peter- 
borough. By leaving home at 
7 a.m. he could reach their 
place by | p.m. travelling by 
sleigh during the winter 
months. Other social occa- 
sions recorded were church 
activities, the local fair, the 
annual meeting of the school 
board, County Council in 
Cobourg, Division Court and 
finally a soiree which was 
attended by 506 people—an 
evening to remember. 

Merchants in Campbell- 
ford or Belleville mentioned 
for purchases were Hollings, 
general supplies; Dr. Bogart, 
medicines including syrup of 


‘squill which was frequently 


purchased for his mother 
and wife; Dr. Wallace, gen- 
eral merchant; H. E. Skinner, 
whisky; John Dickson, 
plough points; Harrison and 
Co., boots (for nine chil- 
dren); Irwin and Fletcher, 
shingles and coffins; G. W. 
Abbott, candles; Cogan, cob- 
bler. Other articles pur- 
chased from various mer- 
chants ‘included cotton, 
brooms, rice, axe handles, 
sugar, glue, soda, soap, nails, 
needles and stove polish. 
Perhaps the most interesting 
purchase was made in To-

Police to enforce 
snowmobile permits 
Chief Justice Sets $205 Fine 


Barrie--It will cost rec- 
reational snowmobilers $205 
if they attempt to ride trails 
operated by the Ontario Fed- 
eration of Snowmobile 
Clubs (OFSC) without a 
valid Snowmobile Trail Per- 
mit this winter. In addition, 
if they wish to continue rid- 
ing OFSC trails, they will still 
have to pay the $170 fee for 
purchasing a 2003 
Snowmobile Trail Permit. 
That is the message from the 
OFSC after the Government 
of Ontario completed the 
two legal protocols neces- 
sary to improve the judicial 
process for laying permit 
charges and obtaining con- 
victions. ; 

Following a recent high 
level meeting with the Solici- 
tor General's office initiated 
by the OFSC, the Govern- 
ment provided the “Short 
Wording”, which enables 
enforcement agencies to 
more easily write tickets for 
“failure to have or display” a 
permit on an OFSC Pre- 
scribed Trail. Meanwhile, 
the Chief Justice of Ontario 
approved the “Set Fines”, 
which clearly established a 
first-time offence penalty ot 
$205. Both the Short Word- 
ing and the Set Fines are be- 
ing distributed to police 
forces across Ontario for 
action this winter. 

“Snowmobile Trail Per- 
mits are now as enforceable 
as are the provisions that 
snowmobilers must carry 
proof of registration, insur- 
ance and a valid driver’s li- 
cense.” stated OFSC Gen- 
eral Manager Ron Purchase. 
“ For our clubs and volun- 
teers, these approvals mean 
that every police force and 
S.T.O.P. (Snowmobile Trail 
Officer Patrol) volunteer 
now has the ability as well 
as the legal requirement to 
fully enforce Snowmobile 
Trail Permits this winter.” 

Snowmobile Trail Per- 
mits became a legal require- 
ment on OFSC Prescribed 
Trails with the passing of Bill 
_ 101 two years ago, but have 


since then. With the comple- 
tion of the associated judi- 
cial requirements, permit 
enforcement will now be 
universal and consistent for 
the first time across Ontario, 
starting immediately. 

“The OFSC and our 
members clubs have an ac- 
tive and positive working 
relatidnship with the Ontario 
Provincial Police and most 
other enforcement agen- 
cies,” commented Purchase, 
“We appreciate their pres- 
ence on our trails to enforce 
safety and to help ensure that 
snowmobilers are riding le- 
gally.” 

The goal of Bill 101 was 
to ensure that recreational 
snowmobilers pay their 
way. However, it also rec- 
ognized that snowmobile 
trails on Crown Land are 
sometimes used for com- 
mercial purposes, so limited 
trail permit exemptions were 
allowed, applicable only for 
Prescribed OFSC Trails on 
Crown land. These exemp- 
tions are for specified work- 
ers while engaged in their 
work and able to prove it 
with appropriate documents, 
They include bait harvesters; 
commercial fish harvesters; 
trappers; prospectors; forest 
workers; utility companies 
and mining or exploration 
companies. 

Bill 101 also reconfirmed 
limited exemptions for land 
owners and their tenants and 


the immediate family mem-_ | 


bers of both while’on their 
own land. This includes 
while travelling directly to or 
from their property on 
Crown land, if the OFSC trail 
is the only or safest access 
route from the closest road. 
The same exemption for 
‘Crown land only’ applies to 
Crown land tenants and their 
immediate family. members. 
A Crown land exemption 
was granted to the Aborigi- 
nal people of Canada. A very 
limited exemption on Crown 
land only is also available to 
specific anglers and hunters 


_ who can prove that they are, 
y. using a snowmobile. while . 


engaged in their sport, but 
only when the OFSC trail on 
Crown land is the only or 
safest access route from the 
closest road. 

It is important to under- 
stand that these exemptions 
do not apply to OFSC 
snowmobile trails on private 
land, except for the specific 
owner of that land. Anyone, 
other than a Snowmobile 
Trail Permit holder or the 
owner and family, who 
wishes to enter or use pri- 
vate land must first obtain 
permission from the land- 
owner. For complete details 
on trail permit exemptions, 
please refer to Ontario Regu- 
lation 185/01 of the Motor- 
ized Snow Vehicles Act, 
which can be found on the 


OFSC web = site” at 
www.ofsc.on.ca.

. Winter has arrived and the 
nowflakes are accumulat- 
g on the ground deeper and 
F deeper. We shovel, slide and 
© slip in our cars. Sitting at 
home by the cozy fire, look- 
ing out our windows we dis- 
cover our gardens have 
gone to sleep for the winter. 
Our perennials are dried up 
sticks with little tuffs of seed 
heads all covered in snow. 
The garden looks so cold no 
butterflies or bees flitting 
from flower to flower. But 
wait, didn’t I just see a feath- 
ered friend land on one of 
those seed heads? “Yes I 
did”. One then two, three 
and now a small flock of 
birds have arrived and they 
are devouring those tirfy seed 
heads of Bee Balm, Daisies 
and Rubadeckia. 

My neighbors feed the 
birds, so why don’t I? The 
above picture will attest to 
that, as I have been feeding 
the birds for more than 
twenty years on Moira Lake. 
I have made some feeders. 
_ The one on the tall pole made 
out of an old boat oar and 
the small square feeder on 
top is about 10 years old. A 
cedar log drilled with 3\4”- 
drill and 1 1\2” deep filled 
with either peanut butter or 
suet. I used an old storm 


window added a 3” board to 
one edge and two 8” high 4” 
by 4” pieces at the front, you 
could use 2” by 4" I didn’t 
have any 2” by 4” at the time. 
Close ends in with plywood 
or blocks or what ever is 
available. Some birds that 
have a tendency to feed on 
the ground rather than from 
an elevated platform. Cardi- 
nals, Juncos, Morning 
Doves, Red poles, Evening 
Grosbeaks are a few of the 
birds that are attracted. Rab- 
bits also visit during the 
evening hours, while squir- 
rels drop by in the day light 
hours. I have two commer- 
cial tubes for Niger seed sus- 
pended on my hanging plant 
stand, which hold hanging 
flower baskets in the sum- 
mer.

As the 
name implies the driver lays 
faced down the powerful 
machine hurtling across the 
ice just inches from the ice 
surface. Mr. Babluck, who 
said two years ago he set at 
world record with his ma- 
chine clocking 127.9 mph in 
5.23 seconds over a 660- 
foot track. Mr. Babluck of 
Carleton Place builds the 
machines from scratch at his 
business called Hardcore 
Racing. 

With four snow tracks 
and four ice the competition 
moved along at a fast pace. 
The need for wearing a hel- 
met when driving a snow- 
mobile became evident dur- 
ing the first ice heat. One of 
the drivers had his machine 
flip on him shortly after leav- 
ing the starting line. The 
machine came down on his 
head but he escaped injury 
because of his helmet, 
which was cracked by the 
force of the impact. 

During registration held in 
the morning radar runs took 
place with the fastest time 
recorded being 93.6mph by 
Devon Mulvey. Six-year-old 
Braydon Oakley from Perth 
hit 45.6mph on his little ma- 
chine.
